who is thought to have drowned while 
fighting the Spaniards 
who subdued 
Michoacan the year after the Mexican 
conquest. 
Only part of the King’s 
treasure was found. 
Loeck began the search in 1909. 
A 
few months ago he 
discovered the 
opening of an underground passage on 
the summit of LaBates de Oro. 
The 
passage was filled with debris, and 
Loeck and a companion cleared it for 
a distance of nearly 306 feet as they 
descended 
reguarly 
formed 
stairs 
along which were inscriptions. 
At the end of this hall, Loeck says, 
he came on the mummy of a woman,

Mom than 8000 varieties of 
soy­ 
beans, comprising the largest collec­ 
tion of its kind in the world, are be­ 
ing harvested this year at the exper­ 
iment farm of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture 
a t Arling­ 
ton, Va. The soybeans were brought 
from 
Japan, 
China, 
Manchuria, 
Korea, and Formosa by W. J. Morse, 
who spent two years studying and col­ 
lecting them. 
Growing all these varieties at the 
Arlington Farm of the departm ent is 
the first step in introducing new va­ 
rieties 
in 
different regions of this 
country. 
Next year seed from these 
soybeans will be sent to experiment 
stations in various parts of the coun­ 
try for further testing. No seed will 
be available for general distribution, 
however. 
Soybeans are being used in many 
experiments. 
In Japan the soybean 
is popular as a green vegetable. Many 
Japanese varieties are being tried in 
this country as green beans and the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the de­ 
partm ent is making cooking tests with 
different varieties as a green vegeta­ 
ble. 
In Manchuria the soybean 
is 
grown chiefly for the oil and oil meal 
which are made from it. 
About 
30 
varieties are commonly grown in the 


United States, but these are mainly 
for forage and grain. 
Soybean 
oil 
is being used to some extent in 
the 
manufacture of paint and other pro­ 
ducts which require a drying oil.

Jefferson City.—Counties which can
